Addressing the Florida Engineering 
Society and affiliated. organizations at 
their'annmal meeting in West Palm 
Beach Monday, Fred C. Elliot, chief en-

The address as printed in the Palm 
Beach Post of Tuesday follows: 

“The. discussion of the subject ‘F: 
pancing the reclamation of the Ever- 
giados’ at a meeting of engineers must 
have for its justification some connec- 
tion witly and some direct bearing upon 
the engineering work yerformed or ta 
be performed in accomplishing such 
teclamation, 

“Applying their “reasoning to the 
Everglades it may be stated that. the 
justification for “hie drainage project 


1. The land when drained must be 
valuable for agricultural. purposes. 
2. Drainage of the land as a physical 
accomplishment must' be feasible. 

"3. Drainage must be* accomplished 
within a cost ch the value of the 
land will justify 

“4. Expenses must be such that the 
property owner can bear the same and 
furnish money at such times and in 
stich amounts as will make possible the 
carrying: out of the project within a 
reasonable period.

Never has the en- 
terprise been confined strictly to a mat- 
ter of draining lands through coi 
struction of engineering works. It is 
true that in the very beginning the 
principal consideration was ome of en- 
gineering, but almost as soon as the 
eaterprise started and work began on 
any sort of scale, the mere contempla- 
tion of. opening up new lands as an an- 
ticipated result of drainage had con- 
siderable effect and influence upon de- 
velopments in, nearby territory. * 
"Through the work carried on in the 
Everglades more than $11.000000 has, 
bten placed in circulation by the 
trict, largely in the east coast section, 
For all practical purposes, it may be 
stated that eyery store, bark, hotel, sup- 
ply house, or other business concerns 
inthis section has in one waj or an- 
other, received some degree of benefit 
from the placing of this money in cir- 
culation. 

“Thus is the interest of the Ever- 
glades and of the outlying’ area mutual 
and reciprocal. 
“While | the 
dafe represents a large part 
completed plan, yet much more r 
to be done. This means that add 
money must be raised, resulting in ad- 
ditional taxes. Additional taxes mean 
heavier burdens to land owners, all of 
which must be kept within such bounds 
that the owner of property can'pay the 
same without unnecessary hardship, and 
yet permit the carrying on of the work 
at such a rate as will bring, lands into 
cultivation and use as rapidly as prac- 
ticable from the standpoint of settle- 
ment and cultivation, together with mar- 
keting the lands at satisfactory prices. 
and other econontic considerations, 
“It has been shown+that funds are 
raised through drainage taxes levied 
by the acre upon the lands of the dis- 
trict, In addition to the acreage tax 
there is a secondary ad valorem tax of 
one mill on the dollar on all real, per- 
sonal and mixed property ip the dis- 
trict which assists in pro ng funds 
for drainage purposes.

| PIONEERING IN FLORIDA | 
_ New York Sun: The opening 
of the. Florida Western and 
Northern railroad, a branch of 
ihe Seaboard Air Line, should 
help the Florida boom. Enthus- 
jastic dispatches term the com- 
pletion of this 204 mile road “the 
most importane event in the 
transportation history of. Flor- 
ida since the building of the first 
railroad.” With the new Con- 
ners highway and the. proposed 
„railroad across the south that is 
sponsored by Barron G. Collier 
and Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., it 


should, indeed, have an epochal] an 


influence, 

These developments all call at- 
tention to the’ present position 
of Florida among the less de- 
veloped American territories. 
For a century and a half the 
west has been definitely the 
American frontier. For a while 
new land lay there for the tak- 
ing. It was westward that dis- 
satisfied farmers, speculative 
dreamers and restless adventur- 
ers turned. And even up to the 
present time the great irrigation 

. projects in the Imperial Valley 
and in the states bordering the 
Colorado river have kept «the 
eyes of the country fixed on the 
west as the land of the modern 
"pioneer. 4 D 

But with the opening up of the 
great swamp L in her 
southern territory Florida has 
definitely c -- Colorado, 
New Mexico and California. In 
1907 the first drainage canal was 
dug to reclaim the Everglades, 
and succeeding canals have 
shown the practicability of fill- 
ing great unused -areas with 
farms and homes. The farms 
bordering on Lake Okeechobee 
have demonstrated tifey agricul- 
tural possibilities of a \country 
where the soil is inc ly rich 
and the season permits an al: 
most endless succession of crops. 

The Florida Western and 
Northern railroad wil] also serye 
an interior territory; and it will 
form a cross-state link between 
Tampa and Palm Beach. It 
swings off the main Seaboard 
line (which runs northeast 
Across the,state in a diagonal 
north’ of Okeechobee) and drops 
south and southeast to West 
Palm Beach., The proposed Col- 
Tier-Vanderbilt line will cross the 
state far to the south of Lake 
Okeechobee, running from Mi- 
ami on the east to Fort Myers 
on the west. 

Florida boosters are already 
pointing out that winter base- 
ball, racing'and the tourist trade 
and the real estate developments 
along the Florida coasts will be 
puny activities in comparison 
with the building of an inland 
empire in the Everglades. Ac- 
cording to President Warfield of 
the Seaboard Air Line, Florida 
uses only 2,000,000 acres of a 
possible 22,000,000 capable of 
production. Experts on tropical 


and temerate zone agriculture) 


are both enthusiastic over the 
possibilities of the land. 

The prospect for markets is 
quite as pleasing as the variety 
of possible crops. Florida is near- 
er to the populous northeast 
than California. In competition 
for the winter fruit trade of Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia.and New York, 
Florida has an advantage. 

Florida has already attracted 
those who desire winter homes, 
and her promise that she will 
never impose an income or. in- 
heritance tax will not.discourage

With the 
best cattle country in the world, 
we féed our winter visitors .on 
beef grown and fattened on the 
‘prairies of Illinois . and ‘Iowa, 
leaving our own scrawney steers 
a prey to starvation an blood- 
sucking ticks. So with hogs. We 
cling to the. razorback of oúr 
daddies, but when we:feel the 
urge for juicy hams or-attractive 
bacon we get them from the 
slaughter houses of Chicago or 
Kansas City. We import eggs 
from Tennessee and feed for the 
hens from the north, when we 
could rajse both hens‘ and feed 
right here at home. Millions of 
bushels of tomatoes rot on the 
ground, and'we buy the canned 
article from Baltimore and other 
northern points. So with our 
citrus fruit. The waste of those 
that.are unmarketable because 
of some slight defect cuts heav- 
ily into the profits of the crop. 
We must learn to conserve 
by-products and eliminati 

| waste before we can achieve th 
highest success. We cannot 
exect to make $1,000 per 
every years, but we can' always 
make a good living in the finest 
climate in the world if we farm 
with intelligence and care. Build 
up the “back “country,” and in- 
sure the continued growth of 
[our cities and towns. Agricul- 
|ture is the solid basis of any 
[country’s prosperity, and where 
can agriculture be more success- 
fully and easily followed than in 
Florida?
